Year af- 
ter year the revenue grew and the ex- 
penditure exceeded it until a few years 
ago when e» series of surpluses were 
announced. “But a reference to the 
mounting net debt of the province 
robs these surpluses of effect. They 
were apparen; but not real, 

At the beginning of 1924, the net 
bonded debt of Alberta was announc 
ed as $71,792,247. At the beginning 


| of 1930 it amounts to $95,161,241, In 


the past six ycars there has been un 
increase of over $23,000,000 in spite 
of the application of the new taxes 
and the increases in the old ones. Dur 
ing that time there has been a con- 


tinuing invasion of the tamation righ, 
of the municipalities. They have been 
deprived of any share of the liquor 
profits, of motor revenue, of the a- 
musement tax. The 
revenue tax which the Manitoba Gov 
ermmment proposes to abolish as a 
measure of justice to the urban cen- 
tres, has been maintained. 

The taxpayers, both rural and ur-| 
ban, may well ask where is all the 
money going to? What is being done 
with the $2,600,000 received from the 
sale of liquor a source of revenue not 
available to former governments? 
Members of the opposition shoy]d in 
sist on a more detailed statement of 
expenditure and especially on money 
grants ordered by governor-in-coun- 
ci! during the pas; five years. 

A few days azo, the provincia] Lib 
eral leader declared in the Legisla- 
ture that the present governmen, is 
the greatest ;ax-collécting and money 
spending administration in the his- 
tory of the province.

The men who pay 
the taxes may well ask if the govern 
ment has given value in return for 
this large increase in expenditure. 

The Brownlee government has earn 
ed commendation in several respects 
its handling of the provincia] railway 
sale, its ngotiations for the return of 
natural resources of the province 
:ts advanced social legislation and its 
scheme for the beautification of the 
province are among the achievements 
calling for But in its hand- 
ung of provincial finances it appears 
io have no sound basi3 on which to 
gauge revenue possibilities and to

The importan; bearing that the con 
Cition of the teeth has upon inc 
eral health of the individual is to be 
krought to the attention of the people 
| of this province in a forceful way in 
ia sixty-day campaign, beginning o 
February 17th, in every part of Alber 
ta addresess will be given, stories told 
films and lantern slides shown, and 
illustrated pamphlets distributed, ali 
teaching the great lesson that sick 
ness and suffering and even death 
may be caused by the neglect of the 
'.teeth. 

In this work all the philanthropic 
and service organizations of the com- 
munity are expected to co-operate. 
Churches and schools and clubs will 
play a particularily prominent part. 
Th public will be shown how they may 
prevent the decay of the teeth by eat 
ing the right kind of foor, balancing 
their diet, and brushing teeth ina reg 
vlar and systematis: way. They will be
